To John H. Kowal, Constable of the Town of Hadley, 
in the County of Hampshire: 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhab- 
itants of said town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
town affairs to meet in the Town Hall on Monday, the 
fifth day of February next, at ten-thirty o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles. 


Article 1. To receive and act on all reports to be 
made at said meeting. 


Article 2. To elect all necessary Town Officers, 
Moderator, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, 
Elector under the will of the late Oliver Smith of Hatfield, 
Six Constables, each for a term of one year; one member 
_ of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the Board of 
Assessors, one member of the School Committee, two 
members of the Library Trustees, each for a term of three 
years. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
list of men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as 
Jurors for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To determine the manner of repairing 
the highways, townways and bridges the ensuing year 
or act anything thereon. 
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Article 5. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name 
of the town any or all outlying parcels of land owned by 
the town or act anything thereon. 


Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to defend all suits that may be brought 
against the town, employing counsel when same may be 
necessary or act anything thereon. 


Article 7. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to make a new agreement with the Western 
Massachusetts Electric Company for maintaining and 
supplying electricity for the streets of the town. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed nec- 
essary to defray the current expenses of the current 
financial year or act anything thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning J anuary 1st, 1940, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year, in accordance with 
General Laws Chapter 44, §17. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of twenty-five hundred ($2500) dollars to 
finance the town’s contributions toward W. P. A. projects 
as required by the rules governing the distribution of 
Federal funds. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of sale, in 
some convenient place in the town, fourteen days at least 
before the sale, property taken by the town under tax 
title procedure provided that the Selectmen, or whomso- 
ever they may authorize to hold such public auction, may 
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reject any bid which they deem inadequate, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of one hundred eighty-one dollars and eighty 
cents ($181.80) to defray expenses incurred by the 
Selectmen in participating in the Calvin Coolidge Me- 
morial Bridge dedication parade. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to cooperate with County and State under 
the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts. 


For the maintenance of Route 63 (Hockanum 
and North Hadley road) to appropriate the sum of 
six hundred ($600) dollars, the town’s share of the 
expense, and to appropriate the sum of twelve hun- 
dred ($1200) dollars, the State and County share of 
the expense, in anticipation of reimbursement from 
the County and State under the provisions of this 
Chapter, such sums to be taken from the Excess and 
Deficiency Fund, the County and State reimburse- 
ment to be returned to the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund when received. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to cooperate with the State under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 81 of the General Laws and to vote to 
appropriate the sum of seventy-two hundred fifty 
($7250) dollars, the town’s share of the expense, and to 
vote to appropriate the sum of eighty-seven hundred 
($8700) dollars, the State’s share of the expense, in an- 
ticipation of reimbursement from the State under the 
provisions of this chapter, such sums to be taken from the 
Excess and Deficiency Fund, the State reimbursement to 
be returned to the Excess and Deficiency Fund when 
received. 


Article 15. To see if the town will take by Act of 
Eminent Domain for school purposes a certain tract of 
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land lying south of the Russell School playground and be- 
longing to C. Wilder Marsh; the tract to be taken is 
described as follows :—Beginning at a point at the north- 
east corner of the tract of land between said Marsh and 
the town of Hadley and six feet west of the center of a 
concrete curbing where a tile drain enters the drainage 
ditch, thence southerly parallel to said drainage ditch to 
land of Edwin Richardson, thence westerly along land of 
said Richardson to land of Hopkins Academy, thence 
northerly along land of Hopkins Academy to an iron post, 
thence easterly along land of Hopkins Academy to an iron 
post, thence northerly along land of Hopkins Academy to 
land of the Town of Hadley, thence easterly along land of 
the Town of Hadley to point of beginning, being all of the 
land of said Marsh lying West of the north-south line 
first mentioned above. Appropriate money for the same 
or act anything thereon. 


Article 16. To see if the town will purchase of 
Edwin Richardson for school purposes, a certain trace of 
land lying south of the Marsh lot mentioned in Article 15,. 
and being all of the Richardson land between the drainage 
ditch and the Hopkins Athletic Field, raise and appro- 
priate money for same or act anything thereon. 


Article 17. To see if the town will authorize the 
School Committee to build a men’s locker room, equipped 
with showers, toilets and dressing rooms for use of all 
athletic teams, whether town or school, that may use field 
or gymnasium, on land acquired of C. Wilder Marsh 
located at the south of the Hopkins Gymnasium, and place 
the custody of the building with the School Committee, 
raise and appropriate money for the same or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 18. To see if the town will appropriate the 
sum of four thousand eight hundred ($4800) dollars for 
the purchase of a new combination fire truck and pump 
or act anything thereon. 
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Article 19. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to build a concrete sidewalk in North Hadley 
from the school building south to Hahn’s store, and from 
the school building north past the Second Congregational 
Church, or to build any part of this stretch as far as the 
money appropriated will go, raise and appropriate money 
for the same or act anything thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of seventeen hundred and sixty ($1760) 
dollars for the purpose of buying a truck, and the sum of 
three hundred seventy-five ($875) dollars for the purpose 
of buying a snow plow, and the sum of eighty-five ($85) 
dollars for the purpose of buying a new motor for the 
cement mixer; said sums to be transferred from the avail- 
able funds in the road machinery fund or take action 
thereon. 


Article 21. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one thousand ($1000) dollars to be used 
in conjunction with an equal amount contributed by the 
County for the construction of a new bridge floor over 
Harts brook on Old Bay Road or act anything thereon. 


Article 22. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of two hundred fifty ($250) dollars to be 
used in conjunction with an equal amount contributed by 
the County for repairs to the old covered bridge in Hock- 
anum or act anything thereon. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by post- 
ing attested copies thereof at the usual places: One at the 
Post Office; one at the Town Hall; one at the store of 
Rudolph F. Hahn in North Hadley and one at the School 
House in Plainville, all in said town seven days at least 
before the time of holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant 
with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time 
and place of meeting aforesaid.

Selectmen's Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1939. 

We have continued to care for the Town roads under 
Chapter 81 and advise its continuance. We purchased a 
new International truck this year and kept the old truck 
in operation, these trucks carried large loads and lowered 
the cost of transporting materials. This enabled us to 
gravel more miles of road in preparation for black top 
surfacing, than ever before. 

The W. P. A. continued the work of removing hurri- 
cane damaged trees along the Streets and Highways of 
the Town. Some work was done on the watershed of the 
Town Water Supply District, under the direction of the 
United States Forestry Service. Some additional work in 
the forests of the North Hadley section was done under 
the direction of the same agency, reducing the forest fire 
hazards existing as a result of the storm. The C. C. C. 
has done considerable work in the forests also clearing 
up and burning debris. 

The Selectmen hired the firm of Goodwin & Warner, 
Inc. to remove the largest of the uprooted tree stumps, 
through the principal streets of the Town; a power shovel, 
bull dozer and heavy trailer being necessary. The High- 
way Department has removed with the cooperation of the 
W. P. A. crew a larger number of tree trunks and stumps, 
which were dumped in Flood ravines. This work was 
completed in December. 

The North Hadley Mill Pond bridge was replaced by 
a modern structure of great strength and durability, this 
work was done by the firm of Goodwin & Warner, Inc. 


alte 
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and of the same design as the state is using on State 
highways. 

The Fort River bridge was refloored, using new 
white oak stringers and creosoted yellow pine planks from 
the Old Northampton bridge. The County Commission- 
ers contributed $160 towards the expense. The roof and 
siding of this bridge have been almost entirely blown 
away by the hurricane and should be replaced so that the 
bridge will not rot away. This bridge is the only way 
that Fort meadow can be reached, as the Conn. River 
has washed away the road from the north. We recom- 
mend that it be repaired. 

The Hartsbrook bridge having been subjected to se- 
vere traffic occasioned by the heavy stone trucks using 
this route from the Notch Stone quarry, must be replaced. 
We recommend a modern floor be placed on the present 
abutments which are adequate. A cement base on top 
of the present piers with steel girders and cement floor 
can be constructed for about $2,000. We have asked the 
County Commissioners to contribute to the expense. 

The Selectmen have requested additional Flood Pro- 
tection works and the strengthening of existing works, 
from State and Federal agencies. We have supplied data 
and photographs to State and Army engineers, who have 
made surveys this year of locations for improvements. 
The Board has contacted Senator David I. Walsh and 
Congressman Charles Clason, for help in procuring these 
works when the Connecticut Valley Flood control work 
is furthered by allotment of funds for this area. 


The Selectmen contacted the State Traffic Bureau 
and caused the erection of Isolated Stop Signs at the in- 
tersection of Route 9 and Route 63. This helped the con- 
trol of traffic at this point and no accidents have occurred 
at this point to date. On request of the Board, traffic 
engineers have investigated certain other points and ad- 
ditional signs will shortly be erected. 


Heavy trucking over one road was eliminated during

spring by posting the Bay Road, the road was saved from 
damage by over loaded stone trucks during thawing sea- 
son.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : 

I herewith submit my third annual report: 

The acquirement of a second truck was practical, and 
equipped with a new blade snow plow assures better ser- 
vice in clearing highways during the winter season. 

A new motor is needed for the bituminous mixer. I 
believe we should have as much and as good equipment as 
possible because of the nature of the utility of highways. 


The trend toward economy by the state administra- 
tion swept away all construction under the provisions of 
the State Laws of Chapter 90 for a period of two years. 
Consequently the bridge scheduled for North Maple 
Street (near Lehane’s place) is still in the blue print 
stage. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 90 maintenance, the 
North Hadley road was surface treated with medium 
cured asphalt, No. 3 consistency, from Route 9 to North 
Hadley center. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 81 the department 
has maintained the various highways, including all 
treatments with bitumen. Following are the roads that 
were “hard surfaced,” or treated, for the first time: 14 
mile on Comins Rd., 1 mile on J. White Rd., 14 mile on 
‘Bay Rd., 34, mile on Mill Valley Rd., and 14 mile at North 
Lane. Gravel has been placed on 6 miles on East Hadley 
Rd., 4 miles on Bay Rd., and Maple Ave., in preparation 
for treatment, with bitumen or “oil” during the ensuing 
year. 


The use of our second truck has been an essential 
factor in our rate of progress. 
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The immediate task before the department is to 
maintain as well as possible all the hard surfaced high- 
ways that we have at present, then gravel and treat with 
bitumen those remaining. 

I believe this program can be completed within 
three years; with this past season as a basis; assuming 
costs do not increase.

Report of Fire Chief 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen : 
I herewith submit my annual report. 


A marked improvement has been made during the 
past year in reducing the fire losses. This is attributed 
to the better organization cooperation and training of 
the men who have volunteered their services. Consider- 
ing the antiquated condition of some of our equipment, 
only tends to emphasize this. 


Our fire truck which was purchased in 1927, has 
just about reached the end of its servicability. Addition 
of new and essential equipment to the truck, from time to 
time has resulted in a load greatly exceeding its capacity, 
for which I received severe criticism from the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. The tires now eight year old, although 
not worn from mileage, are dangerous due to their age. 
A new set must be purchased soon. We are unable to 
purchase tire chains which are needed badly, as the ne- 
cessary size is no longer manufactured. Good chains are 
a necessity in winter and spring to insure safety and pro- 
vide traction through the snow and mud. Ina recent drill 
conducted by theh State Vocational Training School, our 
pump was unable to draw water higher than 9 feet. This 
means our pump would be of little use in the North Had- 
ley section or sections where it is necessary to pump from 
ponds, rivers or wells. 


An article providing for the purchase of a new fire 
truck has been submitted to be incorporated in the Town 
Warrant. I strongly urge the support of this article. 
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A pump of 750 gallons per minute has been recom- 
mended by the Fire Underwriters. However I feel a pump 
of 600 gallons per minute capacity would adequately serve 
our purpose and save considerable in the purchase price. 
The cost of such equipment would be approximately 
$4,800. A bond could be floated, thus enabling us to pay 
for it over a period of several years. This would be no 
burden to our already high tax rate. 

Our fire station has been repainted and repaired in 
the interior. A new heating unit has been installed. The 
floor has been torn up and new drain pipes laid. A new 
foundation has been built under the bell, the old one being 
wrecked by the hurricane. 

We have added 200 feet of two and one-half inch 
high pressure hose and a hose repairing machine to our 
equipment. Formerly we had to impose upon the Am- 
herst or Northampton Fire Departments for hose repairs. 

A considerable amount of our hose which is quite 
old needs replacing. 

I feel that our usual $1,000 appropriation for the 
Fire Department will be again necessary this year.

Tree Warden 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my first report as tree warden 
for the year 1939. 


Due to the hurricane of last fall my job required 
much more work than had been necessary in the past. 
Some of the work that should have been done the past 
year had to be put off for the following year and as a 
result the work will entail more expense this coming 
year. 


With W. P. A. funds and labor the department ac- 
complished the following work: 


Total number of trees removed 162 
Number of cavities repaired 58 
Trees trimmed 449 
Number of stumps removed 41 
Number of stumps cut out 33 


The department set out 324 young trees this last year. 
The total cost of setting out the young trees was $148.27 
or approximately 46 cents per tree. During the ensuing 
year the department should set out at least 300 additional 
young trees to replace the trees blown down. According 
to my estimate another 391 trees will have to be trimmed 
this coming year. I had hoped that this work would have 
been completed this last year but the W. P. A. funds were 
used in other lines of work and this wasn’t accomplished. 
My aim throughout the year has been to restore the beau- 
tiful trees that Hadley had in the past. With this purpose 
in mind, I would recommend the following: 
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Spraying for 1940 $150.00 
Trimming 1,000.00 
Removing trees 200.00 
Planting new trees 175.00 


$1,525.00 


This recommendation for $1525.00 is larger than has 
been necessary in the past. However, no apologies are 
necessary if we are to develop our trees. Hadley has long 
been noted for its beautiful elms and to restore our beau- 
tiful trees money is vitally needed. I humbly ask for the 
cooperation of the voters as to my recommendation in 
order that the natural beauty of Hadley be restored.

Library Report 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


The Trustees are pleased to report a major improve- 
ment in the main library building, the floors having been 
thoroughly cleaned and refinished. 

The circulation has been 6,113 at the Center Library. 
A few magazines have been added to the list for the read- 
ing room, among them the American, Good Housekeeping 
and Reader’s Digest. 

About 200 adult and juvenile books have been pur- 
chased during the year 1939. A suggestion box has been 
placed in the reading room to receive titles of books de- 
sired by the reading public. The Trustees do not guar- 
antee to purchase all suggested books, but will try to fol- 
low the general lines of readers’ interests in purchasing 
books. 

Gifts of books have been received from Mrs. Frank 
Gardner and Miss Margaret Denney, which were much 
appreciated. Col. Taylor presented two photographs 
taken at the dedication of the Calvin Coolidge Memorial 
bridge. We assure all friends of the library that other 
gifts would be appreciated. 

A set of vocational pamphlets was purchased at the 
center with the hope that they might prove of interest and 
benefit to the young people. 

Polish books have been loaned by the State Library, 
about 25 at a time, for three-month periods. 

North Hadley has had a circulation of 3,414 for 1939. 
Magazines have proved popular since their recent intro- 
duction and are being continued for 1940. 50 adult and 
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25 juvenile books have been purchased. Gifts of books 
and magazines have been received from Miss Rosalie 
Ahearn and Mrs. Clarence Scott. The North Hadley Li- 
brary had two loans of books from the State Library at 
Boston for two month periods. These were biographies 
not read by the general public. 

The Board lost a faithful and practical member last 
summer by death. Mrs. Adolph Pelissier was active a 
year ago, and has been missed since at the meetings. She 
made the new curtains for the shelves in the children’s 
room.

Report of School Committee 


The school system of the Town of Hadley is an ever 
changing quantity but it is changing, readjusting, dis- 
carding and taking on in an endeavor to meet the educa- 
tional needs of the times and to equip the boys and girls 
who are graduated to become better citizens. Each year 
new problems are faced by your committee and new situa- 
tions arise which require a solution. It is frequently re- 
gretted that certain changes must take place but a school 
system that remains static is not worthy of support by 
the taxpayer. In spite of a severe depression and the un- 
kind manifestations of nature which have tried the cour- 
age and patience of the citizens of Hadley, it can be said 
with justifiable pride, that we as a town have achieved a 
record educationally, of which we need not be ashamed. 
Your committee wishes to express its appreciation at this 
time to the voters for their generous co-operation in 
achieving this result. 


Since Mr. Hebard has treated in considerable detail 
many of the school problems it is unnecessary to reiterate 
what he has already said and it is urged that his report be 
carefully read. 


In common with all other cities and towns having a 
large foreign born population, there has been this year a 
renewed interest in Americanization classes. Your com- 
mittee has arranged for the necessary instruction and at 
the present time there are fifty-two individuals enrolled 
as students who, it is to be hoped, will eventually become 
earnest citizens of this great country.

REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


Herewith is my ninth annual report as superintend- 
ent of your Hadley schools, together with the supple- 
mentary reports from the principal of Hopkins Academy, 
school nurse, who is supervisor of health education, and 
supervisor of music. | 


Within the past fiscal year three teachers severed 
connections with the teaching force of Hadley. Just as 
the schools reopened for September Miss Marjorie E. 
Field was selected by Principal Fox of the Smith’s Agri- 
cultural School for a vacancy in the home training depart- 
ment of that school. For this vacancy in Hopkins M. 
Phyllis MacDonald of Huntington and a recent graduate 
of Massachusetts State College was appointed. It may 
be stated in this connection that for vacancies in the voca- 
tional departments of high schools the Division of Voca- 
tional Education of the State Department of Education 
requires certification along conditions determined by that 
division. 

In June with the close of the last school year two 
teachers retired from active participation in classroom 
teaching, Miss Brigid A. Ryan had served over forty 
years in the elementary classrooms of this town. Mrs. 
Caroline Scott had taught nearly thirty years and most 
of those years in Hadley schools. Countless pupils have 
had the privilege and benefit of instruction from these 
two teachers whom their former pupils will revere the 
more as the years continue. 
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The continued decrease in elementary pupils caused 
the committee to close the grammar schools at Roose- 
velt and Russellville and arrange transportation for the 
pupils to North Hadley and the Russell buildings for the 
completion of the elementary grades. In succeeding years 
it would simplify transportation to have all pupils from 
one area attend the same grammar school. At the Rus- 
sell building it was not necessary to have a room with 
both seventh and eighth grade pupils for this school year. 
So with the schools opening in September Mrs. McGrath 
was given the special class assignment and substitute for 
the elementary grades about the center of the town. The 
examinations by the travelling clinic from the Belcher- 
town State School did not produce ten pupils three years 
or more retarded but there were several pupils in the 
lower grades who readily come within the scope of special 
teaching and that type of classroom is justified for 
Hadley. 

Two charts follow which show respectively the dis- 
tribution by schools and grades of the elementary pupils, 
and the source of transportation of pupils to Hopkins 
and the elementary buildings.

This chart shows that there were forty-four fewer 
pupils in the elementary schools than a year ago. The sim- 
ilar decrease two years ago was seventy-seven. A com- 
parison of the enrollments between grade VIII and grade 
I will show the approximate decrease to expect for the 
next report. This fact is mentioned to show that a fewer 
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number of elementary teachers cannot be safely planned 
for the ensuing fiscal year; that is, without more compli- 
cations in the bus service necessary to care for shifts in 
‘school attendance. 

Last year for the first time a summary of the number 
of pupils for whom transportation was given as well as 
the point to which pupils were carried was shown. I be- 
lieve it is helpful to show the scope of the service as well 
as the extent that your committee members plan for the 
convenience of pupils.

Thus when the present fiscal year begins there are 
172 pupils receiving transportation to schools within this 
town. To bring the matter more vivid to mind about every 
other pupil who is enrolled at Hopkins receives transpor- 
tation, and one elementary pupil out of five receives that 
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service. With a small graduating class from Hopkins and 
a probable Freshman class of double the size there may 
be a larger number to transport to Hopkins in September. 


The enrollment at Hopkins should not decrease very 
much for two more school years and for two reasons; a 
comparatively small graduation class in 1940, and the en- 
rollment of those completing grades VIII and VII. So for 
that period that the enrollment approximates 200 in Hop- 
kins there should be no curtailment in faculty. Frankly I 
believe that provision should be made by the town, if not 
the trustees, for an increase in the scope of commercial 
material taught. The major item of expense would be 
six or eight typewriters. I think were citizens to in- 
vestigate the matter they would find that nearly all high 
schools of the size of Hopkins Academy and many smaller 
schools have completely organized commercial schedules 
with a full-time teacher. 

This is the seventh school year since there has been 
a supervisor of drawing in the schools of the town. Draw- 
ing of a sort is carried on by all the elementary teachers 
while a few teachers with a natural love for the subject 
have given their pupils excellent instruction. Design, col- 
or selection, and sketching are some of the phases of art 
which are needed in the upper grades and household arts 
courses. 

Again I would call your attention to the absence of a 
town-wide physical education program. Today this sub- 
ject is just as much a legal requirement for elementary 
pupils as the multiplication tables and the parts of speech. 
The presence of noteworthy basketball teams at Hopkins 
does not affect elementary pupils aside from the provid- 
ing of a topic of conversation and admiration. 

For a number of years Mr. Reed has had occasional 
programs of films during the school year for the enjoy- 
ment and possible education of pupils at Hopkins and the 
center elementary schools. This phase of education is 
called visual education. Visual education makes more 
vivid some subjects of the curriculum. Geography, 
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biology, current events and vocational subjects can be 
better taught through visual aids than from the tradi- 
tional textbook methods solely. Sound film material and 
the necessary apparatus is very, very much cheaper than 
even as late as five years ago. 


These last three paragraphs mention subjects of the 
curriculum which have been taught long enough and in 
enough towns and cities so that they are no longer frills. 
It would seem to me that with the elementary enrollment 
practically static an effort should be made to meet current 
educational practices so long as the effort does not expand 
the present low tax rate. ) 


On a previous page of this report will be found in 
detail an estimate of the financial requirements for the 
schools for this fiscal year. There is a slight decrease in 
the total sum requested for the budget of this department. 
An even lower estimate had been in mind during this year 
but late in the fall the committee received a petition to 
reopen classes for the adult aliens. Under the present 
statutes when a sufficient number of adult aliens present 
such a petition the committee is obliged to make plans for 
the necessary number of classes. To qualify for state re- 
imbursement for the instruction the teachers must have 
certain stipulated courses given by the State Department 
to the teachers’ credit. Enough money must be raised to 
cover instruction, supplies, custodial care and fuel and 
lights. 

There has been so much change in the political— 
national—economic; indeed all phases of human activity 
in the world in which we are living and in which the 
pupils will continue to live after school bells are silent for 
individuals that I have encouraged the grammar grade 
teachers to emphasize current events. During the year 
there have been radios at Russellville, Hooker, Russell and 
Hopkins buildings and the teachers have been encour- 
aged to allow the pupils to hear broadcasts of interna- 
tional and national import. Some of the rooms listened 
with intense interest to the Damrosch Music Hours. For 
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the second year the pupils of the upper grades have had 
weekly current event periodicals. The “World Letters” 
have come to the Russell School. This last consists of a 
series of letters from a world traveler on a pre-arranged 
tour which this school year is through central America 
and South America. I mention these topics to show how 
your schools of today are trying to teach the pupils they 
are a part of the round world rather than an isolated 
section called “Hadley’’. 

Your schools during the past fiscal year have had 
reasonably satisfactory attendance. There was no pre- 
vailing epidemic to upset class procedures. 

Each year in June there are some pupils who have 
not acquired enough facility in work of their grade to in- 
sure a reasonable chance to profit from the work of the 
next grade. We have tried to restrict the possible repeat- 
ers toa minimum. The great majority of pupils progress 
from grade to grade and into the Academy from which 
we like to see graduate a possible citizenry who will bea 
credit to their teachers, the schools and the very town 
itself. 

I wish to thank all—committee members, teachers, 
pupils, and townspeople—who make Hadley a pleasant 
place in which to serve.

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REPORT OF THE 


Principal of Hopkins Academy 


Superintendent William Hebard and 
Members of the Hadley School Committee. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my 26th annual report. 


With each passing year Hopkins Academy is be- 
coming more and more a center for community activities. 
This seems to meet with public approval, and has been 
made possible largely through the interest and coopera- 
tion of the school committee, trustees and Superintendent 
Hebard. During the summer months our excellent ath- 
letic field with its attractive campus is the scene of base- 
ball games every Sunday and nearly every evening. All 
that the field lacks is proper dressing quarters for the 
players and accessible rest rooms for the spectators. 


During the winter months the gymnasium is fre- 
quently the place for large gatherings of citizens who. 
come to witness basketball games played by the Hopkins 
teams or the clubs in the Community League. Thanks to 
the enlargement and improvements made in the gym- 
nasium in 19388 we now have a splendid basketball court, 
and room to comfortably take care of 500 spectators. The 
dressing rooms and shower baths, while much appreciated 
by the students and the young men of the Community 
League, are too cramped to meet the heavy demands made 
upon them. 


All who are interested in the promotion of healthy 
sports, and who realize their importance in the develop- 
ment of community loyalty and spirit, and the value to 
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any community of wholesome common interests for 
thought and discussion, have rejoiced in the progress 
made here in recent years in outdoor activities on the 
playing fields and indoor sports in the gymnasium. 


I am glad for this opportunity to express to the 
young men of the town who are members of the various 
baseball nines and basketball quintettes my sincere appre- 
ciation of their cooperation in the care of grounds and 
buildings. They have shown by their treatment of school 
property that they appreciate the opportunities for 
sports afforded them. 


I believe that the citizens of Hadley keep well in- 
formed on Hopkins activities by the items which appear 
in the daily newspapers, and are well aware of: the sur- 
prisingly large number of our graduates who continue 
their education ; the number of our young people away at 
college who are on scholarship honor rolls; our work in 
debating and public speaking, dramatics and various 
judging contests; our victories, and defeats, too, on ath- 
letic fields or basketball courts. Perhaps a few words 
about our connection with the National Forensic League 
will be of interest. This organization seeks to promote 
interest in public speaking and debating. Hopkins was 
among the first schools in the state to enter this league. 
We have held three district tournaments here in the past 
five years, and are to hold the Western Massachusetts 
contest here March 1. Every year we have sent delegates 
to the state convention. These delegates always return 
full of enthusiasm for their experience in competing with 
students of other high schools. Mrs. Reed of the faculty, 
who is vice-chairman for Western Massachusetts, is in 
charge of the forensic work and is ably assisted by the 
Misses Marion Day, Ruth Scott and Katherine Dwyer. 
We are also members of the Connecticut Valley High 
School Debating League. The teachers feel that one of the 
main reasons for the interest shown here for membership 


in the leagues is the result of enthusiasm the students 
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have for the Lane Prize Speaking Contests and the 
O’Brien debates. 


Hopkins is one of the pioneer schools in visual educa- 
tion. As probably many of you know, we have a library 
of lantern slides of especial interest to Hopkins students 
which go back for a quarter of a century. These slides 
become of increasing value with each passing year. 
Classes holding reunions are going to ask more and more 
for these slides. When the class of 1918 held its 20th 
anniversary, one of the high lights of a grand get-to- 
gether was the projection on a screen, slides which 
showed the members of the class as they looked twenty 
or more years ago. In 19380 we began the making of a 
library of moving pictures of Hopkins activities. At pres- 
ent we have ten 400-foot reels of school and Hadley 
interests. From time to time we use films of travel, sci- 
ence or history for assemblies or before classes. Recently 
through the efforts of Superintendent Hebard the school 
purchased a sound projector. This machine will afford us 
an opportunity to occasionally show some of the best 
educational films to assemblies and various classes. 


The building known as the Annex is now used by the 
agricultural department. The boys of the department, 
under the direction of Mr. Brown, built an addition on the 
south end which is used as a storage place for tools and 
equipment. I cordially invite all who may be interested to 
visit the building to see for themselves how well the boys 
and Mr. Brown have converted the Annex into an ideal 
building for the department with its classroom, shop and 
storage room. 


There was one change on the faculty during 1938. 
Miss Marjorie Field, whose reputation as an especially 
competent teacher of household arts is well known, was 
sought by Smith’s School early in the fall and was 
offered an excellent position. The high grade of work 
Miss Field had done here and the excellent spirit she had 
shown at all times warranted her release for advance- 
ment in her field of work. Miss Phyllis McDonald of 
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Huntington, a graduate of State College where she was 
trained for household arts teaching, was secured to fill 
the vacancy. 

Once again I have the opportunity to tell the Hadley 
citizens of the pleasure that is mine to be principal of this 
grand old school with its glorious 275 years of history, 
and to be able to work with splendid young people in a 
school where there is a healthy spirit of cooperation be- 
tween school officials, trustees, superintendent, janitors 
and teachers.

School Health Report 


1939 


To the Superintendent and 
Members of the School Committee: 


With pleasure I submit the yearly report of the 
health work in the public schools of Hadley. 


The year 1939 was rather exceptional insofar as free- 
dom from sickness was concerned; a few cases of measles 
during the month of April our only casualty list. 


As health education becomes more and more a factor 
in the school program, we look for results. The physical 
examination tells the story. The physical examination 
carefully done by Dr. Kennedy show fine cooperation on 
the part of the students in regard to personal hygiene and 
good physical development. 


It is the aim of the school health department to send 
out each student from High School as near physically fit 
as possible. With this objective in mind and through the 
cooperation of the State and local boards of health; the 
school department and student body, an X-ray examina- 
tion was given to 100 pupils in the high school. 


This examination was to detect any defect in the 
chest not obtainable through regular physical examina- 
tion. 


The report of the X-ray examination is as follows: 


Number of students showing no defcit 88 
Number of students showing some defect 12 
100 
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The group of 12 included pupils formerly examined 
at the Chadwick Clinic, possible contacts and those show- 
ing some defect. This report is very favorable as com- 
pared with the check-up of several years ago.

All pupils, grades 1-8, inclusive, receive a dental ex- 
amination as routine, the high school, by request. Parents 
may bring pre-school children to the clinic at any time the 
clinic is operating in the town. 

The temporary suspension of the regular nose and 
throat clinic at the Cooley-Dickinson Hospital prevented 
several children from receiving correction for the pres- 
ent, nevertheless, as the hospital service will permit, chil- 
dren already listed for operation will receive treatment 
according to need and time of registration. Kmergency 
cases will be cared for as the family physician may advise.

Throughout the year classes in First Aid and Safety 
were given at the Roosevelt, Russell grammar schools, 
and Vocational department of the high school:

school. 


The school health department is once again deeply 
indebted to the American Red Cross for the dental service 
and assistance in taking care of needy cases, to the Hamp- 
shire County and local committee in making it possible to 
send two children to the health camp; to the State and 
local health boards in making possible the X-ray clinic; 
to members of the child guidance clinic for help and 
counsel, and to parents and all teachers and members of 
our school committee, and last but by no means least the 
students for being so cooperative and helpful in the work.

Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of Schools, and 
School Committee of Hadley : 


The real value of music education is in the develop- 
ing of a feeling of response to the singing and hearing of 
good music. We teach, therefore, to instill a desire for, 
and a knowledge of good music. 


During the first school year singing is taught by 
imitation; then comes the “bridging-over” period during 
which simple principles of notation and rhythm are pre- 
sented while continuing song singing by imitation. The 
third stage is a period of adjustment spent in applying 
these facts and their relationship to note and word read- 
ing. By this procedure we hope to develop pleasure and 
self-reliance in the rendering and the happiness of intel- 
ligent listening to fine music. 


My schedule includes a visit weekly to all grades in 
the Hooker and Russell schools and every two weeks to 
the other buildings. 


I wish to pay tribute to the two teachers who retired 
this year; Miss Ryan and Mrs. Scott. By their profound 
interest in our boys and girls along with their love of 
music and the realization of what influence music has in 
the life of our youth and loyalty to their profession, they 
were an inspiration to all who worked with them. 


I also express my sincere appreciation to our super- 
intendent, members of the school committee, principals, 
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teachers and pupils for their kindly interest and co- 
operation.
